The 
nuHiber  of  live-births  rose  from  3C2  in  1954  to  522  in  1955, 
giving  a crude  birth  rate  of'  ;l-4-45p  This  is  close  to  the 
rote  for  England  andlToles,  v/hith  \ic\s  15.0  (provisional), 
but  the  "corrected  rate"  for  the  district  is  16.03. 

There  were  8 still-births  compared  with  11  in  1954, 
giving  a still-birth  rate  per  1,000  live  and  still-births 
of  24.24  which  is  slightly  above  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  of  23.1. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  315  compared  with  279 
in  1954.  The  crude  death-rate  was  14.13  per  1,000  population, 
compared  with  IS.  51  in  1954.  The  "cfirrectGd»»  death  rate 
was  12.44,  compared  with  the  rate  for  England  and  W-"'-les  of 
11.3. 

There  were  no  deaths  associated  with  pregnancy  and 
childbirth. 

It  will  be  seen  that  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
circulatory  system  accounted  for  155  deaths,  and  cancer  for 
60.,  There  were  no  deaths  due  tO'  Diphtheria,  Yhooping  Cough, 
Meningitis,  or  Poll omyelitiso  14  deaths  were  due  to 
Fneumonia , 3 to  influenza  and  1 to  Measles.  10  deaths  were 
due  to  accidents,  compared  with  16  in  1954,  There  were  7 
deaths  from  Tuberculosis,  corriuared  with  1 in  1954  and  6 in 
1953. 


There  was  a rise  in  the  number  of  infantile  deaths  from 
5 to  10,  eight  were  under  a month  old. 

•There  wore  32  new  notifications  of  Tuberculosis,  (23 
pulmonary  and  4 cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  organs  other  than 
the  lungs),  comuared  with  30  new  cases  in  1954. 

There  were  482  cases  :f  notifiable  diseases  (ercluding 
Tuberculosis)  with  15  deaths.  Measles  wore  prevalent,  with 
394  cases  and  ^Thooping  Cough  and  Scarlet  Mover  were  less 
prevalent  during  the  vear. 

The  Housing  Survey  required  by  the  Housing  Repairs  and 
Pents  /'pt,  1954  was  continued  throughout  the  vear.  Of  7,<3So 
houses  in  the  District,  840  were  found  to  be  unfit,  ‘ 

During  the  year  the  District  was  included  in  a "Specified 
Area",  in  which  only  milks  bearing  a special  designation,  may 
bo  s^ld.  This  is  a step  forward  in  the  eradication  of  milk 
- borne  tuberculosis.

There  v;ere  7 deaths  frera  Tuberculosis,  6 were  respiratc>ry 
and  1 non-respi  ra  tory. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  commonest  cause  of  death  was 
disease  of  the  heart  and  circuLotory  system,  with  155  deaths, 
fQllaved  by  Cancer  with  60.  Of  deaths  due  to  infections  or 
notifiable  diseases,  14  were  due  to  Piieumonio  , 3 to  Influenza 
and  1 to  Measles.  There  were  no  deaths  from  Diphtheria,  YJhoopin 
Cough,  Meningitis,  or  Poliomyelitis.  10  deoths  were  due  to 
accidents,  3 being  moPor-acci dent s.  There  were  4 cases  of 
suicide,  all  males.

Tne  reason  for  this  is  that  the  Council’s  mains  are  working 
t.o  capacity  and  it  is  not  possible  to  supnly  more'  u'at  er.  The 
scheme  of  Distribution  was  commenced  in  January  and  will  ^:>e  in 
commission  in  1956,  This  will  bring  additional  water  into  the 
district  and  it  is  estimated  that  there  mil  be  a rise  in 
consumption  when  this  main  is  in  full  operation.

Due  to  the  scattered  nature  of  the  District  several  tips 
are  in  use.  Th  e principles  of ’’Controlled  tinpiny”are  employed 
in  the  maintenance  of  the  tins  and  generally  speaking  they  ore 
veil  kent.  /ill  tins  arc  regularly  treat e^^.  for  rodent  infest- 
ations when,  found  necessary. 

Two  of  the  Council’s  refuse  vehicles  were  found  tc  require 
renlacem.ent  having  been  in  constant  use  for  7 years.  The 
Council  decide  1 to  nurchase  two  new  refuse  collection  vehicles 
and  delivery  is  expected  in  1956.  it  has  also  been  decided 
to  re-condition  one  of  the  old  vehicles  for  casual  use  in  the 
event  of  one  of  the  regular  vehicles  being  off  the  road.

No  complaints  were  received  of  unsatisfactory  ccnditir;ns 
cf  rivers  or  streams  during  the  year.

An  area,  particularly  in  the  coastal  region  of  Llonasn  is 
comprised  of  licensed  camping  sites,  which  in  the  summer  arc 
densely  populated,  in  fact  sit  may  safely  be  said  that  c-omping 
in  certain  parts  has  reached  its  limit, 

Pegular  visits  are  paid  to  these  Camps  during  the  season 
in  connection  with  their  management  and  for  the  securing  of 
preper  conditions.  !Pany  of  the  Owners  reside  on  the  sites  and 
give  them  their  personal  supervisi''>n. 

Several  c''mnlnints  received  were  essentially  of  a private  natur> 
’^etween  the  Owner  ond  Hirer  ''f  the  Caravan,  regarding  cenditions 
relating  t"  the  hiring  of  the  caravan*  Nevertheless  each  coranlaint 
ha'-"’  to  be  invest! gat e'-’^  and  & Member  of  the  De'i;^artraent  ’ s staff 
figured  as  a witness  in  an  action  between  an  Owner  and  Hirer  of 
a caravan  heard  at  theHol-^well  County  Court. 

In  the  main  these  caraning  sites  are  well  maintained,  and 
the  laro-er  and  better  organised  camrs  give  little  cause  for 
c'm^laint. 

There  has  been  the  u soiaJ.  number  of  comolaints  regarding  the 
inadequate  water  sup'0137  to  the  camping  area  at  Talacre.  This  is 
caused  by  the  over  loading  of  ttie  water  supoly  system  during  the 
Summer  months.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  section  dealing  with 
water  supply,  work  has  commenced  on  constructing  the  C’-uncil’s 
scheme  of  Distribution.  Un  completion  this  will  relieve  the 
shortage  of  water  in  the  camping  area.

H-using  has  again  been  one  of  the  main  features  cf  the  work 
cf  the  Department  and  a cinsiderable  amount  :>f  time  has  been 
spent  on  this  work. 

L ccnsiderablo  amount  of  repair  work  was  carried  cut  on 
prcrcrties  as  a result  ^f  f:"Tnal  acti-"-n  by  the  Council  :r 
informal  action  by  their  officers.  Scvoral  of  these  complaints 
were  received  fr''m  occupiers  living  in  houses  included  in  the 
Council’s  Slum  Clearance  Scheme  covering  the  vears  1955  - 1965, 
m dealing  with  these  uroT^erties  only  the  minimum  amount  of  work 
necessary  t''  remedy  the  more  urgent  defects  was  requested  and 
ohta ined. 


Many  nroT^erties  are  let  at  uneconomic  rents  and  this  a^oear 
to  retard  the  imrrovement  of  housing  conditions.  ’Then  me 
considers  the  progressive  d cvelopem ents  which  have  taken  place 
in  '■■ther  spheres,  to  form  this  m':'dern  and  enli.ghtened  age, 
housing  does  not  appear  to  have  keut  nace  with  these  trends.

Shows  Insnection: 

The  ^'ear  1955  saw  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Eood  & Drugs 
/ict,  1955  and  the  Food  Hygiene  Negulations,  3.955,  which  represent 
an  advancement  in  legislation  to  control  food  and  food  premises. 

-An  ins'^ection  of  all  wremises  w4re  food  is  prepared  or 
exwcset  for  sale  has  now  been  commenced.  Several  premises 
inspected  require  to  be  imnroved  or  altered  to  bring  them  in 
conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  Hegulotions. 

The  implementation  of  certain  requirements  is  rendered 
difficult  in  worts  of  the  area  due  to  the  lack  of  certain  essenti: 
services.  In  spite  of  these  difficulties,  work  is  proceeding 
steadily  and  the  Owners  and  Occupiers  of  food  premises  arc  ‘rV  f,. 
endeavouring  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  the  Hegulrtions. 
Irepared  summaries  -f  the  Regulations  are  being  given  tc  the 
Cccupiers  o-f  Food  premises.  Earticular  attention  has  been  given 
to  premises  which  have  a seasonal  trade,  that  is  shops  situated 

on  camwing  sites  whjeh  only  :wen  for  the  summer  months. 

Several  awplications  were  received  fremi^-  ownaps  and  Oc'cuwicrs 
for  the  registration  of  premises  for  the  storage  and  sale  of 
Ice-cream.  Inspections  of  premises  were  made  and  found  to  be 
satisfactory  before  such  premises  were  regist ere"'’. .

During  the  year  there  wereZB  new  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  n::tifiGd,  and  4 coses  of  non-nulmonary  tuberculosis 

(compared  with  20  and  10  in  1954).  Those  numbers  include 
transfers  in  from  other  distrigts. 

There  were  6 deaths  fr^ra  nulmonary  tuberculosis  { 5 moles 
and  1 female)  an-'’  one  death,  (a  male),  from  non-pulmonery 
tuber cul :sis. 

I am  certain  that  the  cl" sc  co-on erat  i :n  existing  between 
general  nractiti oners , the  Chest  Physicians  and  the  unty  Council 
Health  visiting  Staff  is  leading  to  the  earlier  diagnosis  of 
tuberculosis  cases,  and  their  quicker  restoration  to  goo'-'’  health. 
The  h"usinm  c onoi t i"ns  o>f  some  "f  the  notifiel  cases  are  bad, 
and  I trust  that  the  H"usino’  committee  will  continue  t:  give 
such  cases  sym-nathetic  consi  doratio.n. 

Through-^ut  the  c'-’untry  as  a whole,  it  aoaears  that  the 
number  of  cases  -^f  Tuberculosis  are  increacing,  ’Dut  the  death 
rate  fr:m  this  complaint  is  falling.  It  is  orjbable  that  under 
■^resent  conditio-ns,  manv  cases  are  detected  v^hich  would 
f'rmerly  have  gone  un-noticed. 

Fr^ra  November,  1955  /ipril,  1956,  the  Mass  X-ray  unit  of 
the  '“'elsh  Regi.:nal  Hospital  B^ard  visited  the  county  and  eperated 
mainly  in  the  urban  areas.  The  respv)nse  of  the  public  tc  this 
valuable  service  was  good.  It  is  hoped  that  the  visits  of 
the  Unit  will  be  annual  ones,  m all,  12,377  persons  (5,395 
males  and  6,982  females)  , fr^m  the  gencial  population  and  the 
schools,  and  6,231  (4^387  males  and  1,644  feiDles)  from 
factories,  w^rks  and  institutions  were  examined.  N"  definite 

cases  -f  tuberculosis  w;ere  f"und,  but  124  aersons  w/ere  ke-nt 
under  :bscrvation.  690  aers"ns  were  found  to  have  abnc rmo liti es 
in  th  e chest .
